service, the 
thieves were overtaken at Franklin 
and due to a clever trick worked on 
them, they were led into the arms 
of the Johnson county sheriff and 
placed under arrest. 
Young Haskett left this city about 
one o'clock Sunday morning enroute 
to his home. 
Ile was stopped near 
the Rockford 
church by 
the four 
men who asked to side. 
The privi- 
ledge was granted them by the Has­ 
kett who agreed to take them as fur 
as his home. 
However, when he a r ­ 
rived at the lane leading to hi-* home 
the men pulled revolvers on him and 
demanded that he turn the automo­ 
bile over to them. 
After the bandits had driven away 
in his machine, Haskett ru-heil to the 
home of J. I*. Montgomery, a neigh­ 
bor, and informed him that his cur 
had been stolen. 
Mr. Montgomery, 
immediately awakened his two sons, 
Arthur and Yos> Montgomery, and 
called Anthony 
Haskett, 
father of

The petition which was tiled by the 
Interstate Public Service Company 
for permission to charge a rate of 
two and three-fourth cents a mile 
tor passenger service on it> electric 
line between Indianapolis and lo u is­ 
ville, has been granted by the Indi­ 
ana public service commission.

Petitioners stated that were they 
granted the right to establish passen­ 
ger fare*, on the basis of 2:<i cents a 
mile, they would cancel the existing 
extra charge of ten cents per ticket 
assessed for limited train senile. 
Tile commission having given the 
issues herein involved careful con­ 
sideration, is ot the opinion that the 
petition should be granted. 
It is therefore ordered by the Pub­ 
lic Service Commission of Indiana 
that the Interstate Public Service 
Company

on ten days' notice, tariffs stating 
passenger fares between stations in 
Indinnh, computed on 2:*t cents per 
passenger mile.

Hoboken, N. J., Sept. 8—General 
Pershing set foot on American soil 
here at 9:20 a. rn. after an absence 
of more than two and a half years 
a period in which victory was made 
and 
empires 
overthrown, 
and 
in 
which he played a leading role. 
As the Leviathan docked the din 
of whistles and cheering, which had 
greeted him all the way through the 
lower and upper bays, was increased 
a hundred fold. 
“Black Jack” erect and very sold­ 
ierly, stood on the bridge. 
A band 
on the pier played “The Star Span­ 
gled Banner” and he came smartly 
to 
salute. 
Other 
officers 
on 
the 
tran-port and ashore also stood at 
attention while the huge crowd bared 
their heads. 
A sudden hush spread 
over the masses and continued until 
the national anthem was finished. 
When the -trains died away the 
cheering broke forth afresh. 
From 
then on there was an intermittent 
roar of cheers and screeching of 
whistles until the general left for the 
battery 
shortly 
after IO 
o’clock, 
ceasing only when he and the wel­ 
coming officials exchanged greetings 
on the pier. 
Pershing was given a great re­ 
ception at New York. 
Following cheers for the American 
expeditionary forces at the city hall 
reception, Pershing said. 
“ It would be difficult to describe 
the emotions of pride that fill my 
heart oh this occasion, emphasized 
by the cordiality of your reception* 
“The European battle fields where 
American 
manhood 
so 
gloriously 
fought for 
the principles 
of right 
and manhood, a sacrifice that makes 
for better citizenship, will be a last­ 
ing souvenir for civilization.” 
Pershing 
thanked the 
people of 
New York for their hospitality to 
troops and assured them their ac­ 
tivities during the war will always 
encourage the allies and discourage 
the Germans. 
Secretary Baker presented Per- 
-hing with the certificate of his new 
ommission a- full general and read 
i message from 
President 
Wilson 
which said: 
I am 
distressed that 
I cannot 
greet you in person. 
It would give 
me the greatest pleasure to grasp 
your hand and say to you what is in 
my heart and

patriotic character, with the plain 
expectation that their uniform and 
their recent military service will ap­ 
peal to the charity of passers-by. 
Thi> brings the whole question of the 
uniform and of the splendid service 
which our soldiers have rendered the 
country into disrepute, and seems to 
imply that the country is failing to 
provide -ui ta hie and proper places 
of employment for discharged men. 
The work which you are doing h as 
co-operated 
in 
placing 
agencies 
; throughout the country in such fa -h - 
I ion that discharged soldiers can find 
profitable 
and 
useful 
employment, 
I and I heartily wish that the people 
of the country could lie induced to 
advise the young men they find ped­ 
dling upon

2. A Federal Bureau of Salvage. 


When I w’as 
in England 
in the 
spring of 1918, I was authoritatively 
informed that the Department of the 
Director 
General 
of 
Supplies, 
through its 
system of salvage, had 
saved to the nation in the course of 
three years the sum of $.">00,000,000. 
“Created” would really she a better 
word to employ than “saved,” for 
that sum represents wealth created 
out of tilings which formerly went 
largely into tile scrap heap. 
I believe that if we apply system ­ 
atically, thoroughly and in a nation­ 
wide way 
the lessons 
open 
to us 
through the experience of other peo­ 
ples during the war (and su ccess­ 
fully practiced also by our Army 
Salvage Department in France) as 
to the usability and value of materi­ 
als 
heretofore considered more or 
less as waste, the effect in the reduc­ 
tion of the cost of living will be d e­ 
cidedly noticeable, and tile addition 
to the national wealth will run into 
amazing figures. 
I would 
suggest, 
therefore, the 
creation of a Federal Bureau of Sal­ 
vage. the functions of w hich should 
lie mainly informatory and advisory. 


3. 
The Teaching of Thrift. 


Observation appear- to show that 
the thrift-lessons of the war are be­ 
ing rapidly unlearned, 
And thrift 
consists not merely, or even mainly, 
in putting 
one s 
savings 
into the 
Savings Bank or War Savings Cer­ 
tificates or other sound investments. 
Indeed, the investing of savings is 
really only utilization of the product 
oj th rift: it i- not in itself what can 
properly be termed “ thrift.” 
The essential thing in thrift is the 
continuous practice ol -ane econo­ 
my, of avoiding useless or wasteful 
expenditure, of careful, 
individual, 
family and business housekeeping in 
everyday life. 
That is not as simple 
and easy ast 
it may seem. 
It re­ 
quires teaching and guidance. 
A general exhortation to be thrif­ 
ty i- not 
enough. 
Some qualified 
agency ought to 
exist, not only to 
direct a 
persistant propaganda to 
encourage saving, 
but to 
indicate 
how, where and in what way to save. 
Some -living- are more needed, and 
more effective 
than 
others. 
Some 
are wiser and more desirable than 
others. 
Numerous savings are prac­ 
t ic ab l e which really involve no c •- 
privation at all. 
Thrift as particularly the example 
of Fram e 
has 
demonstrated, 
i- a 
national asset of the greatest value. 
It i- 
astounding how 
great is the 
effect of a multiplicity of savings. 
and, conversely, of a multiplicity of 
extravagance. 
Tile 
effect 
upon 
prices is cumulative one way 
or the 
other. 
I 
would suggest, therefore, that 
the Federal Bureau of Salvage, the 
establishment of which I have advo­ 
cated above, lie also charged with the 
function of promoting and teaching 
thrift. 


4. 
A General Staff on Economics 
During the Readjustment Period. 


May I quote the following from a 
s[>eech which I made in Chicago in 
January of last year: 
“ It seems 
to me 
that 
it w’ould 
- e n c a useful purpose if out of the 
various 
commissions 
now* 
dealing 
with economic affairs, or as a sepa­ 
ratee body suitably co-ordinate with 
them, the President or the Secretary 
of the Treasury were to -ce fit to 
appoint a Board of Economic and 
Financial 
Strategy— just 
as 
the 
Army and Navy have hoards of e x ­ 
p e r t to 
elaborate and 
deal with 
strategic problems. 
“ It would be the function of such 
a Board to study carefully the ex­ 
igencies both of our immediate sit­ 
uation and of the conditions likely 
to confront us after the war. 
It 
would correlate activities now more 
or !e-s scattered, and might, if so 
desired, act as a bureau to furnish 
to Congress centralized and system ­ 
atized information on economic sub 
jeets. 
It would prepare a compre 
hensive plan for the marshaling and 
intensive utilization of our potential 
and actual resources, both during 
the war times and afterwards. 
It 
would scan the trade and commerce 
of the world, and might 
usefully 
place itself into communication with 
tile various Reconstruction Commit­ 
tees and kindred bodies in the alhet 
countries. 
“At present I know of no one gov 
ernmentally 
appointed 
body 
here 
charged specifically with the task o 
studying and advising on industria 
and economic post-bellum problems 
England, France, Germany and Italy 
have such bodies at work. 


every 
expectation 
that 
we 
shall 
emerge from the wrar in a position 
of 
commanding 
economic 
potency 
and prestige. 
But in order to re­ 
tain that position and fully to utilize 
it for our country’s welfare, we must 
be ready to act along well-planned 
lines and with suitable instruments 
at our hands. 
It is none too soon 
to prepare.” 
It would seem to me that the a p ­ 
pointment by the Government of one 
or more non-political commissions, 
consisting of business men, working­ 
men, farmer- and economists, for 
tiler purpose of making studies and 
recommendations on a non-partisan 
basis, would still be of great advan­ 
tage to the country at a time when 
grave economic, social and financial 
problems are pressing for solution 
and both the Executive Departments 
and Congress are greatly overwork­ 
ed. 
G reat Britain, for many years, 
by the appointment of “Royal Com- 
mi-sions”, 
socalled, 
has 
employed 
with success this method of obtain­ 
ing “light without heat” in respect 
of problem s as to which the Govern­ 
ment and the people desired disin­ 
t e r r e d and competent information 
and suggestions, and in the great 
majority of cases such commissions, 
th o u g h composed of very diversified 
elements, Have arrived at a consen- 
"11- o f opinion. 
It 
is simply inconceivable 
that 
either the President or Congress or 
the various Executive Departments 
and Board- can give the necessary 
tine and thoroughness of study to 
the 
variety of 
complex 
questions 
which call for consideration and ac- 
tion. 
The burden which both the 
House and the Senate place upon 
themselves in investigating and gath­ 
ering facts and hearing witnesses is 
staggering in its claim upon the time 
and 
energies 
of 
our 
legislators. 
Much r e lie f,and good results could 
he obtained by placing part of that 
burden, upon the shoulders of others. 
The men -elected would investigate, 
ascertain facts, collate views and, if 
desired make recommendations. The 
best ability and ripest experience of 
the 
country could be drafted 
for 
such purpose., The deci-ion and re­ 
sponsibility as to legislation w’ould, 
ot course, rest no less than now 
with Congress and the President.

By U nited P re ss 
Indianapolis, Sept. 8— Twelve cold 
storage rras indicted recently by the 
Marion county grand jury on charges 
of violating the storage and food 
awa of the state probably will be 
arraigned 
in 
criminal 
court 
one 
month from today. 
October 8 is regular arraignment 
day and county officials are rushing 
the w’ork on the indictments and sum­ 
mons. 
There were ninety-eight in­ 
ducements and it is necessary that 
copies 
of the 
indictments 
against 
each 
firm or individual be 
served 
with the summons. 
The indictments charge 
violation 
of the storage law by keeping food 
in storage longer than nine months 
and by failure to -tamp the date of 
torage on various articles. 
It was 
alleged that some varieties of food 
were held in storage twenty-three 
months.

The hen should he confined 
until the chicks are weaned, though a 
small yard may be attached to the 
coop. lf desired, to allow the hen v> 
exercise. 
Tin* feftce can be raised 
from the ground far enough to allow 
the chicks to go in and out, but not 
high enough for the hen to escape, l.y 
using a coop the chicks can find shel­ 
ter and warmth under the hen at any 
time, and the weaklings after a few 
days may develop Into strong, healthy 
chicks. 
Where chicks are raised with hen*. 
they ore likely to become Infested with 
lice. 
If the lice get very numerous. 
they greatly retard the chicks’ growth 
and may even catise their death. 
The 
hen should be powdered thoroughly 
with some good Insect powder before 
she is put in the coop with the chicks 
and at intervals of several days or « 
week thereafter. 
The baby chicks 
should be examined for lice, particu­ 
larly on the head, under the wings and 
about the vent. 
If any are found, a 
little grease, such us lard, should he 
tubbed on those places. 
Apply grease 
moderately, as too much will Injure 
the chicks. 
The Chicks should ho ex­ 
amined frequently and the treatment 
repeated if lice are found on them.
